Then* ls*ing no doadw<sid in the prospo«-tive field, 
it is likol.v to Is* a lively betting race. E.xtormina- 
tor, on the streiigtii of his well-demonstrated liking 
for the heavy going that will prevail and his sph-ndid 
roi-ord of winning |M-rfornian<s*s in Mar.vlamI just 
prior to his shipuionl hero for tho express purisiso 
of engaging in this rais*. probably will rule favorite 
in spite of the tremendous concessions of weight 
asked of him. His impost was fairl.v earned, how- 
ever. for ho triniiiplKsl over some of tho bi*st horses 
ill training in .\niorica in his recent successful cam- 
|Mi:gii in the cast. His owner, Willis Shar]H* Kilmer, 
is exiiectml hero from his home at Itinglnimtoii with 
a part.v of friends to see the running of the race.

BOWIE RACING PROVIDES SURPRISES 



Jockey Kelsay’s Biding of Kashmir Causes Com- 
ment — Babette Scores Third Straight Win. 

Howie. Md.. November 22. — A dry track and cold 
weather eviiloiitly affected the racing, for the day’s 
program pnMliicod several surprises, the most pro- 
nounced and deplorable of which was Jockey Kel- 
say’s riding of Kashmir in the Midway Purse, the 
day’s iioraiiial featnn*. It was won b.v Quietude, 
wliieh was iM*riiiitted to set a slow pace 'through tlie 
early running, followed by the plater Suiinvland. 
Kelsa.v. on Kashmir, was for<*ed to exert id's full 
strength to place the oolt during tlie backstretch 
nmning ami finally, when the loaders swung wide 
into tlie stroti-li, Kelsa.v made a close turn, tlien iier- 
iiiitted his mount to finish on hi.s own courage. 
Kelsay’s effort was one of the poorest that lias 
been witnessed during the i!ii*<*trng. It lirought 
alsiut an immediate invostigation by tho stewards. 
Hanie Cock, another favored in tho s|ieculatioii, 
rao»*d far Is-hiw ills roc»*nt fonn. 

Silsda caiiturod tlie first race, in w'uich a big 
Kind of maidens was engaged. She caught Caddie 
in the last ciglitli after the latter had led by a 
wide gap from the start. 

Frederick the tJreat heat Pepper in a sensational 
finish in the third ra<*e, the result of which was 
in doubt until official placing was announced. 

Tlie fifth race was well <*ontested, Pmir Butterfly 
and Indian Chant figliting it oii^ tliroughout the mll'e 
and a sixteenth, tlio former getting tlie verdict by 
a small margin. 

Jolin E. Madden’s Irene was considered b«*st in tho 
sixth race, but after loading by what apiioared a 
safe margin lo tlio fhial eightli, was overtaken and 
passed b.v Broom Peddler in tho final strides. 

Bahotto won her third straight victory of tlie 
nie«*tiiig when she cantered home three lengths in 
advance of Croy Eagle in the concluding ra<*e of tin* 
day. 

Ccorge Odom tialay denied all knowledge of 'any 
i-oiitract to train for John Sanford. Hi* said tliat 
he lias dcterniiiiod to si*ll all tlie Brookdale Stable 
horses in his care witli tin* exception of King 
Plaudit, which |io will return to New York at tiu 
end of Hie current meeting.

BIG PRICES FOR HORSES NEXT YEAR 



More Kacing Opportunities Will Serve to Increase 
Value of the Thoroughbred. 



New Y’ork. .\ovenils*r 22. — Talk about the high 
price of food and eoinmudities. that is nothing coni- 
Iiarod witli tho prices that will la* aski*d for horses 
next .vear. ’Fliis is the express<*d uiiliiion of those 
in a position to know. Tliey liase tlieir judgment 
on the fact tlierc will be (smsiderably more racing 
in 1!»19 than this year, conStsiuently a greater de- 
maml for tlioroiiglibreds. 

In the first phit*e. it is rea.soiial)ly sure tliere will 
Is* racing in Canada, wliich will pull at l.*ast from 
7(10 to l.(KK» horses from the general <*ollection, 
cspei-iall.v if the lialf-uiile tracks oiieratc. Cou|iled 
witli tills tlic prosiM'cts arc there will be eonsider- 
alily iiion* racing lu the west tiian there was this 
year. Then tliere is the imsibility of a louger 
season in New Y'ork State, it liaving lieen intimated 
tl'.e siMirt will liegin earlier and end later tlinn it 
ilid this .rear. 'I'lie conflict of dates with .Maryland 
this .year has shown that there was sufficient ma- 
ti*.-ial for both circuits. 

What will increase tiie value of the horse, how- 
ever. mure than shortage is Hie gisKll.v purses tliat 
will Ik* offen*d and the rich stakes in prospect. 
Kentucky bristles with rich events and New Y’ork 
and Maryland are iMith displaying decided lib«*rality 
ill added money. Add to this the rich Canadian 
purses in the event that racing is resinned in the 
Dominion, tlie pnispeets for earning capacity of 
horses is almost liev-oiid eoneeption. 

Even now it is next to impossible to buy a liors" 
that can win races unless a fabulous suni is offered. 
.\ii idea of tills is galhered from the price Com- 
mander J. K. I-. Boss iiaid for War Pennant. Motor 
Cop and War Marvel, tlie sum lH*iiig for the 

tiiree. One can tliercfor imagiiie what a race horse 
is worth if its earning iMisMliilities are almost 
doiililed to wliat thej' were tliis ,vear and tlie )iros- 
IM'cts of exiieiises In-liig less, now the war is over. 

Uead.v-made horses will lie iu great demand unless 
all signs fail, wliicli are not likely. 'I’o-lay it is 
almost iniiKissilile to buy a liorse e«iual to winning 
a eheap selling raei* for less tlian or S 2 . 000 . 

This lias lK*eii proved time and time again in sell- 
ing and claiming races. Witli Canada resuming 
racing, it means that at least 25 per cent more 
imiiiey will be added to the annual distrihuHoii tills 
.rear. Breeding and buying horses apiiears to K* a 
rather alluring industry these days, as prosperitv 
is lurking everywliere and looks as if it will con‘- 
tiniie to “lurk” for many years to come in this 
country.

ONTARIO IS FACING A HORSE FAMINE 



Nearly Every County in Province Shows Alarming 
Reduction in Service Stallions. 



Toronto, tint.. Novenilier ’22.— Tiu* province of 
Ontario is facing u liorse famine. 

The liumlicr of stallions enrolled for service in 
Ontario in 1913 was 2.7tl0. This year tlie nnmb<*r 
siniilarl.v enrfilled is oiil.v 1,993. ’I'he iiumlier en- 
rolled in 1914 was greater than for tlie previous 
.'•ear. hut every year since 1914 lias sliown a de- 
crease. ^ 

Most of the rt*dnctioii is dm* to Hie gradual eliini- 
natioii of grade stallions. Tliesi* Imve fallen from 
933 In 1913 to 458 tliis .vear. a ri-dnetion of 53.5. 
But tliere has b«*en a reduction in pure-breds as 
well from 1.7t!7 to 1,.533, a drop of 232. 

Every county in Ontario, witli one exception, 
shows a reiliictioii in the total iiiiinber of stallions 
for service. In Middlesex, a noted horse center, 
tliere has been a drop from 128 to 73 , while tlie 
county has gone down from 119 to loi. 

It is piobable Hint a giMsi deal of tlie total rediic- 
tirai noted is due to eoiitiniieil selling to the west, 
coupled "itli ciirlailiiieiit in iiii|Hirt.*itioiis from tlic 
I’liited Kingdom as a result of Hu* war. Only 66 
stallions of all breisis were im|)orted from Eng- 
land last year hy Canadian breeders. But what- 
ever the cause, it is plainly evident that this prov- 
ince is face to face with a serious shortage of horses 
for breeding purposes.

No Outstanding Feature, but 
Four Favorites Win. 






Gipsy Queen Takes the Main Race 
— ^Riders Who Will Guide

Latonia, K.v., November 22. — -Ylthough the canl 
at Latonia this afternoon was devoted to the 
clieaiK*r grade of horses, the racing proved liiglilv 
interesting to the large crowd that tiirneil out. 
An allowance race at three-quarters with a piinw* 
value of $ 1,000 provided the main attraction and 
resulted in a victory for Gipsy Queen, whicli, under 
Lunsford’s capable riding, outstayed her opponents 
in the final drive and won by a length. Bands of 
Pleasure, after making the ninning for the greater 
part of the way, tired in the stretch drive, but 
easily outstayed Opportunity for second place. 
Opiiortunity. which ■was installed as favorite, ran 
a consistent race. Today’s card marks liis third 
Sturt in four days, lie having finished in the money 
in each one. 

Tlie Latonia track was still heavy today, while the 
'veiitlier remained tlireatening. The stable of Gal- 
laher Bros, supplied two of the winners, these 
being Discussion in the oiiening race and Bourbon 
laid in the closing lamtest. The first namt* 4 l was 
a strong favorite, while Bourbon laid imid liis 
backers seven to one. Bptli liorses arcmiiiteil for 
their resjiective races in easy style. 

Favorites pired soiiiewliat better than on previous 
days, the first choices to s<*ore liring Disi-iiKsion, 
Harry Breivogel, Ambassador III. and Dr. Tuck.

ALABAMA FISH AND GAME LAWS 

Montgomery, Ala., November 22. — In a report sitb- 
mitted to Governor Charles Henilerson, John H. 
Wallace. Jr., state game and fish commissioner, 
makes recommendations to the next legislature 
that all state lands, whether held in fee or in trust, 
lie declared state game refuges and forest preserves. 

“I’roviding that hunters’ limnse year shall expire 
June 1. 

“Providing for the appointment of deputy game 
and fisli wardens hy tlie game and fish iummis- 
sioner, by and with the consent and approval of the 
governor. 

“Providing for tlie changing of the open season 
on squirrels sliall begin on October 1 instead of 
Aiignst 1. 

“Providing a compreliensive system for the pro- 
tection of tlio forests, making it unlawful to i»ol- 
liite streams hy placing or throwing sawdust or other 
deleterious siihstances therein. 

“Prescribing the size of mesh of all nets legally 
operateil in the fresh waters of the state; imposing 
a license tax on all nets and fish traps operated in 
the fresh waters, for the purpose of regulating the 
same; providing that fish can only be taken in 
fresli water emptying into salt water, the same 'as 
now prescrilieil for taking fish in fresh water; 
providing for a closed season on fur-bearing animals 
and the licensing of trappers.’’ 

Mr. Wallace shows it “is safe to approximate the 
value of binls, wild quadrupeds and fish yearly in 
Alabama as follows: ()uail, dove, duck, geese, 

snipe, squirrel, etc., $3,200,000; furs, skins and pells, 
$30,000; commerce depending upon fish, $.500,000; 
value of birds to agriculture, horticulture and for- 
estry, $3,000,000; total of $6,730,000.
